Meeting exceeded all expectations. 
Hundreds were refused admittance for 
want of seating and standing room, 
The vast audience inside was aglow 
with enthusiasm, and patriotism ran 
rampant through the rows upon rows 
of closely filled seats. It was an aver- 
age crowd made up of all vocations and 
classes of society, but the characteristic 
that struck one at a glance was earnest- 
ness marked on every countenance. 

Robert A. Widenmann introduced as 
chairman Ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower, 
who was greeted by astorm of applause. 
The speeches of Pelmer and Buckner 
following Flower’s and William D. 
Bynum’s speeches were models of di- 
rectness and simplicity. When the 
two veteran Democrats made their 
avowal that they did not expect to be 
and could not be elected, but that they 
would fight to the end in the interest 
of the great principle they represented, 
cheer upon cheer rent. the air of the 
great hall. The band played patriotic 
music’and the meeting was rousing 
from begining to end. It is significant 
that mention of Tammany was greeted 
by a tremendous storm of hisses. The 
Democratic candidates have won 
many votes here. 

* * * * * * * 

The State Popocratic Convention 
which assembled at Buffalo last week 
was the author of the hugest force 
New York politics havehad thrust upon 
them in manya year. It was a con- 
vention of anomalies from start to 
finish. There was no anomaly in it be- 
ing a machine ruled convention 
throughout, but the curious thing about 
it was that the governing machine was 
the same one, that headed by David B. 
Hill, urged a gold platform before the 
Democratic State Convention last June, 
and went {to Chicago to strenuously 
resist the foisting upon the National 
Convention of free silver plank. At 
Buffalo the machine modus operandi 
was completely reversed, the Saratoga 
platform recanted, the Chicago plat- 
form warmly accepted. Indeed the 
Chicago candidates and platforms were 
eulogised in loudest language. The 
only item that tended to not make the 
Machines policy at Buffalo a complete 
opposite from their former course, was 
Senator Hill’s attitude. At Saratoga 
and Chicago he had public cham- 
pioned the machine Cemands; at Buf- 
falo his influence wes entirely behind 
the scenes. Incidentally Tammany 
entered a most radical demand 
“for home rule for municipalities.” 
which translated, means a restoration 
of Tammany rule in this city. Some 
weeks ago the TOWNSMAN stated that 


\ Tammany’s endorsement of Bryan was 


only a play in a deep laid political game 
to regain lost power. Everything has 
substantiated this statement and noth- 
ing more so than this “home rule’’ 
card played at Buffalo last week. 

But the most humorous action of the 
Popocratic Convention was its nominee 
for Governor. John Boyd Thatcher, 
Mayor of Albany, who was nominated, 
has from the first of the campaign put 
himself on record as an earnest disbe- 
liever in the cheap money “heresy. As 
Temporary Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention held at Saratoga 
June 24 last, Mr. Thateher gave his 
hearty approval to these sentiments: 


“We are to the free and unlimited 
coinage of . iver in the absence of the Co-oper- 
ation of other t nations. We declare our 
belief that an attempt on the part of the United 
States to enter upon an experiment of free sil- 
ver coinage would not only prove. es - 
our finances but would retard, any Ag 
vent, the establishment of intermationsl jimet- 
allism. We insist that all ty with gold. and silver 
currency be kept on a parity

endorsed it by a vigorous speech in 
which he remarked among other things:

At the present writing there is a pos- 
sibility that Mr. Thatcher may: be’ 
forced to refuse his nomination. This 
possibility looked very strong before 
the meeting of the Popocratic State 
Committee Tuesday night. A cut and 
dried plan was formulated before ‘this 
meeting to pass a resolution requesting 
Thatcher’s withdrawal, but Senator 
Hill came down and in a most _ inipas- 
sioned argument before the Committee 
succeeded in thwarting this scheme, 
and getting a resolution through to 
daily notify the candidates of their 
nomination. 

Br’er Fox never played a shrewder 
game than has the Hon. David Bennett 
Hill, all along. For weeks it has been 
an open gamble what course the serene 
Senator from New York would fullow. 
Both sides have done more or less bid- 
ding for h’s support, but the value of 
this support is now greatly depreciated, 
for the Senator's policy of silence and 
evasion has won for him intense pub- 
lic disfavor, and he has lost the popu- 
larity that was so strong-last summer. 
The only Bryan morning newspaper in 
the city, has been making frantic ef- 
forts to make everybody believe ITill is 
for Bryan but the predictions of this 
newspaper in the past have been of 
such uncertain value that they fail to 
make an impression now, and at the 
present writing the public isstill guess- 
ing as to how the Senator will vote 
next November.

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The rapidity with which France was 
repairing the disasters of the war and 
the ease with which she met the finan- 


perturbed 
statesmen at Berlin. Her military force 
was being judiciously reconstructed, 
and it seemed alsu as if the calculation 


of Prince Biamarck ns regards the con- 


stitution of her internal government 
might be falsified. The German chan- 
cellor desired to see established what a 
Russian diplomatist happily described 
as a republique dissolvante. 
Notwithstanding his efforts to bring 
this result about si the impracticable 
character of the Comte de Chambord, 
which rendered the restoration of mon- 
archy for a time impossible, there were 
indications that a stable system of gov- 
ernment would be founded which would 
enable France to recover a strong posi-

He per- 
ceived at once that the country was 
drifti..g into war, and, after a consulta- 
tion \‘ith his son-in-law, who was 
strongly oppose to Lo gpa oi a war, 
which, however successful for the mo- 
ment, would have been most disastrous 
to the name and character @ Germany, 
the aged monarch went off that very

What, as self respecting men, ought 
we to do with the would-be leaders who, 
in order to capture the votes of the ig- 
norant and uninformed, are lying to 
them in rela/ion to our money of circu- 
iation, and seeking to make them believe 
that the more thrifty people of the land 
have conspired to contract the volume 
of this circulating medium for their own 
benefit and to the detriment of all others, 
when, as a matter of fact,there has been, 
not only no contraction, but, on the 
contrary, @ large increase thereof? 

If the currency volume has, as it has, 
been increased, can we reasonably at- 
tribute present low prices to an alleged 
reduction in this volume which has never 
taken place? 

Now, if there has been no contraction 
of the currency, the men who allege such 
contraction are either ignorant of the 
true conditicn of things,or they are de- 
liberately lying to us for some selfish 
purpose of their own. In either case, 
ought we to allow them to lead us? 

Now, fairly considered and aside from 
any question of the cause, how are low 
prices hurting you? 

Would you care to vote for an increage 
of say one half in your grocery Dills, 
your butcher’s bills or your fuel bills? 

As a matter of fact, do you not try to 
find the stores where good goods are sold 
at the lowest prices ini making your reg- 
ular purchases? 

When you find such stores, do you con- 
sider it a misfortune or a piece of 
luck? . 

Do you consider yourself outraged and 
wronged by the man who sells you your 
coal at six dollars per ton instead of 
charging you a dollar more, as some 
dealers do? 

Is it a hardship for you, and.an evi- 
dence of wrong conditions when you can 
buy clothes for yourself and your family 
of better quality and for legs money 
than you used to? 

Now, when political adventurers come 
along and seek to convince us that these 
low prices are a hardship, is it not well 
to find out whether they are fools or 
are trying to make fools of us?

most people take the greatest is 
the harp which once belonged ‘to Brian 
Boroihme, or Brian Boru, ashe is most 
commonly called. Brian Boru was the 
Irish monarch who was killed in the 
great battle at Clontarf in the year 
1014 A. D. Brian left his harp and his 
crown to his son Donagh, who succeed- 
ed as king, Soon after Donagh was de- 
posed by a warlike nephew and was 
forced to retire to Rome. Ha took his 
father's crown and harp with him, and 
they were kept in the Vatican collection 
for several centuries, the crown, which 
is of massive hammered gold, being still 
numbered aniong the pope’s treasures. 
The harp, however, was sent to Henry 
VIII, and he presented it to the first 
earl of Clanricarde. It was deposited in 
the museum mentioned in the opening 
in the year 1872. The harp is 82 inches 
high and of good workmanship, the 
carving on the oak frame being equal to 
anything that could be done today. It 
is well preserved and does not look to 
be an instrument upward of 1,000 years 
old.—St. Louis Republic.

An Old Tombstone: 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

| Abbott’s “history of~ Andover, has 
among its college graduates, 1727, John 
Blunt, son of William Blunt, ordained 
‘the third, minister of New Castle, N. H., 
{20th of December, 1732 ; died August 7, 
1748, in his 42d year. There is a tomb- 
stone at New Castle to his memory, 
which has a very handsome and appro. 
priate inscription. 

While tarrying at New Castle, for our 
vacation, we visited the small portion of 
‘the old cemetery that remains, a part 
having been used for a wide street and a 
large residence. In the centre, the slate 
stone attracts the passer as the largest 
one among them, it being to the memory of 
ason of Andover. Feeling interested in 
it,asa Daughter of the Revolution, as 
one whose work was finished before that 
anxious peridd, I copied the inscription 
:on the stone, capitals, letters and spell- 
ing, feeling others may enjoy reading ‘it, 
‘as‘those did who read it on the veran- 
da of the hotel when I came -in 
“with it. While in his church across the. 
street they have a large handsome marble 
tablet, gilt letters, size of frout of the 
-mahogony pulpit, with the. six, pastors 
whose time of service was in 1700. The 
‘last, Rev. Oliver Noble; died’ in. 1792, 
great grandfather of Prof. Hartis.

REPRESENTATIVE CONVENTION. 


Delegates meet in Town Hall, Discussion 
over the Representation, 


The eighth district Republican conven- 
tion to nominate a candidate for the leg- 
islature was held in the Town Hall Wed- 
nesday evening at eight o’clock.

Quite a lengthy discussion followed on 
the question of town representation. 
Peter D. Smith moved that Middleton be 
given the representation once in ten 
years Mr. Landers of Middleton ob- 
jected to this and said Middleton ought 
to have it at least twice in ten years. J. 
W. Bell suggested the representation be 
Andover 5 years, North Andover 8 years 
and Middleton 2 years. William Halliday 
Jr. finally proposed leaving the matter in 
the hands of the district committee, and 
this was finally agreed to.

The Silver Craze. 

The free silverites want more money, 
and if they get it the wheel of industry 
will hum. At least, they are teiing the 
voters so. By some magic procens—they 
do not explain how—the silver bullion 
coined into dollars for the private ac- 
count of silver mine owners and specu- 
jlators will be transferred into the 
pockets of the public. 

They say, too, that we have not money 
enough; if there were more money, busi- 
ness would be better, and they prate in 
glittering generalities about the good 
times that are in store for the country 
under the hoped-for regime of the free 
coinage king. 

Either they do not know, or else they 
maliciously conceal the fact, that under 
the Bland-Allison act of 1878 the govern- 
ment was authorized to purchase silver 
and coin into silver dollars not less than 
$2,000,000 nor more than $4,000,000 a 
month. The Sherman act, which super- 
seded this in 1890, directed the purchase 
by the government of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver a month, and the issue against it 
of treasury legal tender notes for its cost. 

By virtue of the Sherman act, even, 
more silver is put into circulation than 
the demands of commerce require. The 
business community does not need now 
all that the government has the p@wer to 
give it, and, moreover, these silver dol- 
lars of today have nearly the pur- 
chasing power in foreign countries as 
they have here, being exchanged at a 
small discount by the money changers. 

And yet, in spite of this, the political 
followers of Mr. Candidate Bryan tell 
us that, although the business world has 
more silver at this moment than it needs 
for circulation, by glutting it with more, 
and depreciating its value 47 per cent, the 
golden age of prosperity will be upon us.

A Dangerous Musical Instrument, 

It has been discovered that the oboe 
is the most dangerous instrument that 
is played on—dangerous to’ the player, 
A profound German medical authority 
says that it is doubtful if a healthy man 
playing any instrument in a correct 
method ever suffers through playing 
upon any reed or brass instrument, but 
those who have any weakness of the 
heart or circul.ution may be injured by 
playing any wind instrument. 

As it is quite easy for a musician to 
inspire between the phrases of the 
music, but impossible for him to expire 
without overbiowing bis instrument, it 
follows that the instruments that re- 
quire the least expenditure of breath are 
the more injurious for the reason that 
the player must hold his breath for long 
intervals. 

This is the case with both the oboa 

and the flute. The charge is probably 
true that the curious tickling of the 
lips that is cauzed by the double reed 
mouthpiece of the instrument freqhent- 
ly causes cancer.

The firm will not 
make public any statement as to the 
liabilities.

CAMPAIGN ENDED. 


Brilliant Work of Kitchener's 
Men In the Soudan. 


——e 


Fhe Egyptian ¥ing Now. Floating O-er 
Dongola—Dervishes' Not. Captured Are 
on the Run With Wal Bishara, 


London, Sept. 24.-General Sir H. H. 
Kitchener, commander of the Anglo- 
Egyptian expedition into the Soudan, 
has telegraphed to the forcign office that 
he has definitely occupied Dongola, and 
that the dervishes have evacuated that 
province, Several dervish emirs have 
surrendered to the Egyptian troops, and 
a large quantity of stores and war muni- 
tions has been captured from the enemy. 

The Egyptian flag was hoisted over 
Longola yesterday. The dervishes are 
in full retreat, and are pursued by the 
gunboats on the river and by the cavalry 
on the west bank of the Nile. 

The Anglo-Egyptian forces were on 


the march. at 5 o’clock yesterday morn- | 


Ing, and soon afterward small detach- 
ments of the enemy were sighted. The 
gunboats covered the left flank, and the 
cavalry and camel corps were on the 
right flank. The first and second der- 
vish camps were found abandoned, with 
the exception of a few Baggaras, who, 
obstinately refusing to surrender, were 
killed, Dongola was occupied about 
noon. 

The advance was ordered at an early 
hour yesterday morning, and the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces were close upon the 
dervishes before the latter were called 
toarms. But the dervirhes were quickly 
thrown into a state of demoralization 
and fled southwards. 

They were pursued by the cehoabe: 
cavalry and camel corps, Several emirs 
of importance surrendered, and a num- 
ber of the dervish troops announced 
their willingness to serve under the 
Egyptian flag, which was soon afterward 
formally hoisted over’ Dongola, which 
is now occupied by the Anglo-Egyptian 
force. 

During the pursuit the cavalry killed 
numbers of dervishes, and many others 


Before the pursuit was stopped all the 
chiefs, had.eurrendered,and op- 
position to the advance of the Anglo- 


Egyptian force in this part of the coun-. 


try had entirely collapsed. 

Only five British soldiers were wound- 
ed. The gunboats did great execution. 

The Soudan campaign proper is thun 
brought to a speedy and eminently suc- 
cessful conclusion. The plans of Sir 
Herbert Kitchener have been carried 
out to the letter with machine-like 
gmoothness, reflecting considerable 
credit on all concerned, for the greatest 
difficulties, chole: terrible heat, fear- 
ful storms and tie transportation of 
supplies and ammunition, for an army 
of over 15,000 men; over the most difmfi- 
cult country imaginable, have been 
steadily overcome, and the goal which 
was the object of the expedition has been 
reached. 

Much more, however, remains to be 
done in order to complete the reconquest 
of the Soudan, reclaim that vast terri- 
tory for civilization and rescue hun- 
dreds of thousands of tribesmen from 
the cruel despotism of the khalifa. But 
it-is not believed; that; any her ad- 
vance will be made for the p' nt. 

Wad Bishara syucceedéd in escaping, 
closely pursued, and rding to the 
latest advices ' not been captured. 

Among the emirs who fell into the 
hands of the Anglo-Hgyptian troops 
were Hassan: Nejumi and Abdu! Diam. 
They say that the rule of the khalifa 
will be completely broken by the re- 
peated defeats of the. dervish forces, 
who, thus far, have failed almost en- 
tirely to inflict any loss upon the Anglo- 
Egyptian troops. 

In addition to the emirs andlargenum- 
bers of dervish solfiers who fell into 
the hands of the troops of the expedition 
the latter captured six field guns, a 
large quantity of ammunition and great 
stores of grain, etc., besides many flocks 
of sheep, herds of cattle and many 
camels. 

Dongola will now be reconstructed on 
better lines, the work of fortifying the 
posts, villages and depots connecting 
Dongola with Wady-Halfa, over 200 
miles distant, will be completed and the 
railroad will be carried into the south 
to this point with all possible haste. 


On Trial For Marder. 

Houlton, Me., Sept. 24.—The case of the 
commonwealth vs. Morris, or Morrisette, 
was begun yesterday in the supreme 
judicial court. Morris is indicted for 
the shooting of Game Warden E. O, Col- 
lins, in July, 1895. Mis attorneys en- 
téred a plea of insanity. The state 
claims that Morris shot Collins to cover 
up his frequent disregard of the game 
laws. Morris has been a guide in the 
Maine woods for 20 years, and has al- 
ways been favorably known. 


Electricity For Hoosac Tunnel, 

North Adams, Mass., Sept. 21.—A high 
official of the Fitchburg Railroad com- 
pany says that the company is making 
plans for the running of the trains 
through the Hoosac Tunnel by electric- 
ity, and that the road will soon have 
use for the valuable water power privi- 
leges at the East End. The adoption of 
a system of electric motive power will do 
away with the gas and smoke which now 
fills the cars during their passage through 
the tunnel. 


Calais Bey Is Dead. 

Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 23.—The fol- 
lowing cablegram was received yester- 
day from Constantinople by B. Fish: 
“Calais Bey died yesterday morning. 
Embalmed, waiting for madame.” Mrs. 
Calais Bey (nee Barnum) left New 
York last Wednesday, in response to a 
tablegram calling her to C‘onstantinople 
on account of her husband’s serious 
sickness. 


Stocking Maine Waters, 

Augusta, Me., Sept. 24.—On Oct. 1 the 
commissioners of fish and game will be- 
gin the distribution of the young trout 
and land-locked salmon, which they 
have been feeding at the hatcheries the 
past season. They have 200,000 salmon 
and 50,000 trout, which will be placed in 
many different lakes and ponds. The 
fish are of good size and in a healthy 
egondition. 

This Judge Favors Hanging, 

Providence, Sept. 22.—The September 
term of the supreme court opened yes- 
terday, and the grand jury was charged 
by Judge Wilber, who took occasion to 
remark that he was in favor of the hang- 
ing of a person who committed murder, 
One hundred and sixty cases will be con- 
sidered by the grand jury.

the Chinese Empire. 


has, just been received by Rev. N. E. 
Wood, pastor of the First Baptist church, 
in a letter from William Ashmore, for 


80 years a missionary to China, a close 


observer of political affaira. The let- 
ter is dated Swatow, Aug. 29, and reads: 

“Never in all our missionary experi- 
ence in Asia have signs been so porten- 
tous as at present. I am not exaggerat- 
ing when I say that all Asia is in a 
breakup. The map of the continent 
will be materially made over this win- 
ter. The coalition between Russia and 
France is a menace te human freedom 
—a black cloud overshadowing the path- 
way of progress. 

“We are literally astounded at the 
signs of foreign activity as fall comes on, 
The advance made by Russia is upset- 
ting all political calculations. Already 
common people among the Chinese are 
beginning to grasp the critical situation

The business,session over, the presi- 
dent preseuted Prof. Benjamin Watson 
of Bussey Institute, Jamaica Plain, who 
in the course of an interesting discourse 
upon ‘Trees and Tree Planting” in sub- 
stance said: 

“It is quite necessary to know the vil- 
lage in order to make intelligent improve- 


ment. Different soils would grow’ to} 


advantage different kinds of tiees, but in 
this question certain details are more or 
less common to all parts of ‘the country. 
A nursery is important and economy in 
cost. Large trees, 10 or 12 feet high, 
should be used for streets where there is 
public travel, for private grounds . small- 
er ones would do, A nursery saves de- 
lay as trees can be planted as soon’ as 
the weather permits, with it satisfactory 
planting can be done in autumn, thus re- 
lieving the rush of spring where the 
work is done extensively. Shrubs can be 
planted,in autumn but there is very little 
root growth. 

“The important part of the fall plant- 
ing is preparing the land. Holes 25 feet 
square and 3’feet deep and well fertilized, 
and with the ‘poor soil renewed, etc., 
should be made ready in the autumn for 
important individual trees. For’ less im- 
portant trees a round hole prepared in 
the same way 2 feet deep would do. 

“Concerning pruning trees but little 


neéd be said. The'season as has been 


said is the most convenient season 
March when most of the other work can 
not be done is a good time. It should be re- 
membered that the topmost buds are not 
by any means the best and the unhealthy 
top growth should be cut away. Much 
of the root pruning is done by transplant- 
ing. Pinesand other coniferous trees 
should be transplanted often. The wal- 


'nut, oak and hickory are more difficult 


to transplant, and at the time] of removal 
if the top root ora portion of it is re- 
moved better results are obtained, as 
this increases the fibrous; roots which 
are more valuable,”’ 

“In regard to protecting trees,” the 
speaker said, “that many trees and 
plants were killed by watering, and 
where new trees were planted in properly 
prepared ground water should be used 
with very great caution.” 


Piof. Watson was extended the thanks 


of the society at the close of his (instruc- 
tive;and entertaining talk. Mr.’ French 
wittily told of the oppression and per- 
haps intrigue to which he was being 
subjected, on account of his interested- 
ness in village improvement, by a femi- 
nine aspirant or improver in another dis- 
trict and begged to be relieved from a 
peWfstent seeker after improvements.
